cannot come to them himſelfe. There be ſome five of : theſe, 
one of them was prepared before we. came, and appoĩntetl to 
begin this Exerciſe -: the further relation of the manner of this 
Indians behaviour in preaching, together with the ſubſtance of 
that Sermon being before ſet downe by Mr Eliot may be never 
omitted: other particulars in order to check deſert ion of 
the Indian Fort and buildings in Mr Eliot: Letter is defective 
are here ſupplyed. This man being of middle age, and clad all 
an Engliſb apparell (as moſt if not all others of them are) ſit- 
t ing in the midſt, on a ſtoole, under the ſhelter, did begin with 
prayer very e up for /ſome halſe quarter of an 
houre,; then fitting downe ſpake unto them of the two Para- 
'bles, concerning the Feild wherein the treaſure hid, and the 
wife Marchant felling all for the peatle; wee underſtood him 
not ( ſave Mr Eliot ) excepting dow and then a word or two, 
he diſcourſed to them ſome thiee quarters of an houre at the 
leaſt, with great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and af- 
ſection, and geſtures very becomming, and ſundry mentions 
he made of Jeſus Chi iſt, ſpecially in the beginning, and to- 


wards 


wards the ending, ar if he were the ſcope of all, andihevelt- oß 


the Indians diverſe old men and women, and the younger did 
jaynt and attend wich much Reverence, as if much affected 
therewith; then he ended with prayer as he begatihe . Then 
Mr Eliot prayed and preached in the Indian Language for {i 
houre more, about coming to Chriſt, and bearing his yoake. 
This Text was tranſlated by him from the Scripture into Eng 
liſp, (peaking wich much authoricie; andafter his latter prayer 
e Indian Schoole: Maſter read out of his Booke one of the 
P ſalme in meeter, line by line, tranflated by M Eliot into Indi- 
an, all the men and women, &e. ſingiug rhe ſame together in 
one of our ordinary Eugliſ tunes mielodloufſy. Ffhould: have 


ſaid that aſter M. Eliot Sermon there were to or three grave 
Indiamathat propounded to Mr Eliot; each of them a Qieſtion, 


very pertinent tu the matter he handled about the yoake of 
Chi, eee Chriſt, which he anſwered, interpre- 
ting unto us both their Queſtions, and the ſumme of his owne- 
Anſwers. After this the Lord did flirre up my hort to make 
an Exhortation to the Indians which Mr Eliot expounded to 
them, and alſo the Governours Speech, which G8d: did flirre* 
him up too unto the ſame purpoſe, declaring our jay to ſee 
ſach beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if they 
| ſhould decline from hat they had already come unto, either 

in their knowledge, affe&ion, or Chriſtian practice, incoura»- 
ging them againſt what might dampe or deterre, * 

Then all of us taking us to our horſes left Mr Eliot and them 
together ,. the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedbam,

Here I ſhall inſert an 
example or two, one of them being to repeate ſuch Principles 
I had begun to traine them in, in a Catechiſticall way ( for my 
penury conſines mee to this method at preſent, and I hope ic 
may be never the worſe: for them) was agoad while before he 
could ſpeake, having his countenance ſad before ( and as bhave 
underſtood fince a weeke together after our former exerciſe) 
and in ſpeak ing the teares all the while trickling downehis 
Cheekes : After being demanded by mice what was the matter 
of his · ſadneſſe, he anſwers mee, he did now underſtand that 


God was a juſt God, and tor himſelſe he had been very wicked, 


even from a childe. And another, whom I uſed as my Inter- 
preter now and then in teaching them, falls ſuddenly and pub. 
iquely into a bitter paſſion, crying out, and wringing his 
hands, out of the like apprehenſion of his Condition, as he 
told mee afterwards, and I finde no one of them (daring men) 
to ſpeake of their good hearts, but ſome more ſome leſſe ſenſi- 
ble of the Contrary.
